THE Report of the Cruelty lately acted in the 
feizing and carrying off the. Pritices Royal of 
Poland, James and Conttantine, at which the whole 
World cannot but be aftonith’d, has already reach’d’ 
this City, and is {pread through. it by our Groans, , 
our Cries and Tears. This outragious Fact can no: 
way be render’d more fhameful, than by being ex- 
os'd before the Eyes of your Holinefs, who is the. 
Virtue: Grief breaks forth in Complaints, 
and expreffes it felf in harfh Terms; ‘Actions that 
cry to Heaven for, Vengeance, canrior be pafs'd over 
Glently: Such Actions appeal to the Power of Chrift’s. 
Vicar.on Earth ; to.the end that as the common’ 
and merciful Father of Chrifter.dom, you, may decide 
and judge the Caufe of Auguftus II. King of Poland, 
who;being advanc’'d tothe Throne by the free Choice. 
of 2 free Nation, has not, in the Courfe of his Reign,’ 
¢ontriv'd and endeavour’d any thing elfe, than to 
draw all Power to himfelf by Force and Authority, 
by violating our Rights and Liberties, to the end he’ 
might acquire an Abfolute Dominion over a free 


In profecution of which Defign, he introduc’d an. 
Army of Saxons into’ the Heart of our Country, and 
maintain’'d them with our Bread,» that they being 
fatned, and we enfeebled’ and impoverifh’d, might 
attack and opprefs us the more eafily. He flighted 
the Confticutions of the Kingdom, which enjoyn’d 
thofe Troops ro depart the Country without delay. 
He even undertook a War againft the Swedes, with- 
out the Confent of the Republick,therett’ ¢rormoufly 
infringing our Rights; and being beaten near Riga, 
he gave occafion to the Victorious Swedes, in pur- 
fuit of the flyingySaxons, to peneurage--into the very 
Heart of the Kingdom. Afcerwatds, *being defeated 
near Cliffow, and to avoid another Engagement, do- 
ing nothing but run from one place to.another, he 
brought upon the Crown Lands, ard thofe of the 
Ecclefiafticks, who are the Support’ and° Wealth of 
the Republick, a Defolation that cannor poilibly be 
defcrib’d. Which way foever the Saxons turn’d, the 
Swedes prefently made after them, fo that the inno- 
cent People labour'd under multiplied Calamities, 
and groan’d beneath the Weight of thofe two Powers, 
continually fuffering new Miferies and Oppredfions, 
and receiving one Wound upon another. He indy- 
ftrioufly fomented Difcord between the Members of 
the State, he ftir'd up Inteftine Wars, and excited his 
Subjects co arni againft Kimfelf, to the End thar the 
feveral Factions deftroying each other, or the .chief 
Families of the Kingdoni being cur off, he might by 
their Ruin compafs his*Eads, and opprefs or fubdue. 
the Reft, when grown. weak by the. lofs of the beft 
Men.He has violated the, Law of Nations,which even 
Barbarians are ufed to’ obferve ; he has tior kepr fo 
much as one Article of ear ane Conventa, the Con- 
tract berween rhe Republick and their Kings.
